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Top ministers reject 
Sharon’s proposals

The inner cabinet yesterday re- 
jected by a vote of five against one all 
the operational proposals by Indus- 
try Minister Ariel. Sharon to stamp 
out terror in the administered areas. 

At the same time it accepted some 
proposals by Sharon which were 
either declarative or constituted 
reaffirmation of existing security 
policy. 

“Nothing will change in the 
methods and steps we use to combat 
terror in the areas as a result-of the 
inner cabinet meeting,” a reliable 
security source told The Post last 
night. “We shall continue our ex- 
isting practice of adminstrative de- 
tentions and deportation wherever 
this is required and we shall m aintain 
a heavy hand." 

The inner cabinet turned down 
Sharon's demand to ran a new road 
through the Casba area of old Heb- 
ron to facilitate movement between 
Beit Hadassah and Kiryat Arba. It 
also turned down his demand to 
1 permit Jewish residence in all prop- 
erties owned or purchased by Jews in 


Hebron and turned down his request 
to shorten and simplify deportation 
procedures. - 

- The forum also rejected Sharon's 
proposal that delegates from the 
administered areas to any joint 
Jordasian-Palestinian meeting with' 
U.S. representatives be barred from 
attending, and that Israel tell the 
. U.S. that the continued presence of 
terrorist headquarters in Jordan will 
make Israeli participation in any 
negotiations with Jordan out of the' 
question. 

Vice Premier Shamir and Deputy 
Premier David Levy did not vote 
with Sharon on any of these propos- 
als. The two other Likud men in the 
inner cabinet. Finance Minister Mod- 
a’i and Minister without Portfolio 
Arens, were not present. 

The meeting did agree to Sharon's 
proposal that Israel again warn Jor- 
dan that the presence of Fatah head- 
quarters on its territory is unaccept- 
able and must be terminated. It 
agreed that the military government 
in Judea and Samaria should be

Soldiers foil Hebron 
settlement attempt

IDF forces turned back several 
dozen settlers from Kiryat Arba and 
the Jewish Quarter who attempted 
late last night to expand the Jewish 
presence in the Tel Rumidda section 
of Hebron. The soldiers had blocked 
access to the. area, and the settlers 
departed. 

The settlement attempt was plan- 
ned as a response to the murder of 
reservist Avraham Sorek and the 
wounding of his comrade Arye 
Borenstein in the Hebron market on 
Tuesday. 

Earlier, the commanding officer 
and two junior officers of -the unit in 
which Sorek and Borenstein served 
were relieved of their posts yester- 
day. Security sources said .tbat the 
three had been negligent in de- 
ploying their unit, winch was on 
guard duty in Hebron. They said that 
the number of soldiers posted at the 
house where Sorek was killed was 
four instead of the regulation six, 
and that two of these were not alert. 

Other security sources said that 
the officers should not be blamed 


directly or indirectly for the attack 
on Sorek and Borenstein. 

. The two reserve soldiers were 
attacked while they were guarding 
the entrance to an empty flat in the 
casba that had been briefly occupied 
last month by a group of right-wing 
MKs. 

Border policemen armed with 
truncheons yesterday forcibly 
evicted Hebron settlers who had 
entered the flat, which they claim is 
Jewisb-owned. It was the second 
confrontation between the author- 
ities and the settlers following 
Sorek’s murder. - 

- The settlers meanwhile vowed to 
step up their activities and said they 
would send aimed patrols through 
several Arab towns today to demon- 
strate that “Jews can be everywhere 
and not be deported.'* 

They are also planning to prevent 
the reopening of tbe casba unless the 
government stiffens its anti-tenor 
measures and allows Jews to move 
into homes they built there. “It is 
impossible that life will return to 
normal immediately after a Jew is 
murdered without any change in the

IAF hits terror base in Lebanon

Israel Air Force jets yesterday 
afternoon bombed a terrorist base in 
Lebanon's Bekaa Valley belonging 
to the Libyan-backed Palestinian 
Arab Revolutionary Committee 
(PARC). Members- of the group 
were rounded up by an army unit on 
Tuesday morning after trying to 
across the northern border in the 
area of Har Dov, it was revealed 
yesterday. 

News of the terrorists' capture was 
released only after the planes re- 
turned §afely from the raid on the 
PARC base. The pilots reported 
accurate hits on the target, compris- 
ing four buildings south of Kab Elias 
in Syrian-controlled east Lebanon. 


A PLO spokesman- in Damascus said 
at least seven people were injured in 
the raid. 

Yesterday morning several 
Katyusha rockets landed in Western 
Galilee. No one was hurt by the 
122mm rockets which, with a range 
of some 20 kilometres, were be- 
lieved to have been fired from north 
of the security zone in South Leba- 
non. . 

The PARC terrorists who attemp- 
ted to infiltrate from South Lebanoa 
had Kalashnikov rifles, explosives 
and grenades. It is believed that they 
intended to cross the border fence 
into the northern Galilee to cany out 
an attack. 

They received assistance from 
South Lebanon residents. The cap- 


tured terrorists are originally from 
the Gaza Strip. 

The Palestinian Arab Revolution- 
ary Committee was founded in 1984 
under Libyan sponsorship and num- 
bers a few hundred Palestinians and 
Lebanese leftists. They are based in 
the Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley 
and in the Tripoli area. . 

Although security sources believe 
that the Katyusha rockets that bit 
Western Galilee were fired from 
north of the South Lebanese security 
zone, IDF units searched villages in 
the zone in an attempt to find the 
launchers, and to check if other 
rockets had been set up for firing. 

Katyusha rockets have lauded in 
tbe Galilee four times in recent 
months. 


Economist to replace Ali as Egypt’s PM 


CAIRO (AP). - President Mubarak 
yesterday accepted the resignation 
of the cabinet of Kamal Hassan Ali 
and asked a leading economist to 
form a new cabinet, the bffiriaJ Mid- 
dle East News. Agency reported. . . . 

The new prime minister. AH Lut-. 
fy, said following a short, meeting 
with Mubarak that the president has 
assigned him the new job and that be 
will start consultations immediately 
for the formation of the new govern- 
ment. 

Lutfy expressed hope to be able to 
form a new cabinet by Saturday. 


Lutfy began his consultations by 
meeting with several members of the 
outgoing cabinet, including Field 
Marshal Abdel-Halim Abu- 
Ghazala. Butros Ghali, Kamal Gan- 
zouxy, Sullan Abu-Ali and Ahmed 
Rusbtdi. They served as defence, 
minister of state for foreign affairs, 
planning economy and interior 
.ministers. 

Lutfy, 49, served as a finance 
minister in the late 1970s and is the 
head of the Economic and Finance 
Committee of Mubarak’s ruling 
National Democratic Party. 


He has written seven books on 
economics and was chairman of the 
Department of Economics at Cairo's 
Ain Shams University. 

Earlier yesterday the 32-member 
cabinet submitted its resignation to 
Mubarak. 

Following a brief meeting with his 
ministers, Ali told reporters that his 
cabinet will continue as a caretaker 
until a new cabinet was formed. 

The feet that Mubarak named an 
economist indicates he gives high 
priority to improving the country's 
ailing economy. 


Mayor refuses to see Tulkarm condolence delegation

NETANYA. - Mayor ‘Voel Elroy 
yesterday snubbed a delegation of 
Tulkarm businessmen who had 
come to pay a condolence call fol- 
lowing the murder of local resident 
Andre Aloush in Tulkarm on Au- 
gust 24. 

Later a senior source in tbe dvfl 
administration in Judea and Samaria 
roundly criticized the mayor, ex- 
pressing “astonishment'’ at his be- 
haviour. The source said that the 
i. insult dealt to the Tulkarm Chamber 
of Commerce “encourages the ex- 
tremist elements in the territories” 
because it suggests there can be no 
dialogue between Jews and Arabs. 

Elroy who had originally agreed to 


receive the delegation, left them in 
the street, saying the time was not 
ripe for such a meeting because in 
the meantime a soldier had been 
murdered in Hebron. 

A well-informed source told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
Tulkarm. Chamber of Commerce 
had initiated the visit and the dvfl 
administrator’s office had made the 
arrangements. 

The meeting was reconfirmed on 
Sunday, the source continued, Fathi 
Dado, the chamber’s chairman, ami 
three other members arrived at the 
building where the mayor's office is 
located shortly before the 11 a.m. 
meeting and were met - at the entr- 
ance - by the mayor’s spokesman. 


The spokesman apologized saying 
he had railed the dvfl administration 
at 10.40 to postpone the meeting. 
However, by then the delegation 
had already left for Netanya. 

He said the mayor would not re- 
ceive the delegation but agreed that 
the acting military governor of Tul- 
karm, Rav-Seren Yoni Figel, talk to 
Elroy. 

While the delegation waited at the 
entrance Figel tried to change the 
mayor’s mind. He said the delega- 
tion was not planning asulha (recon- 
ciliation meeting), but merely 
wanted to express condolences to 
tbe mayor and to the AJoush family. 

The delegation also planned to 
condemn the latest murder in Heb- 


ron, Figel said. 

But the mayor would not yield. 
Netanya, which had been “mortal- 
ly” harmed by the murder of Aloush 
needed a “more appropriate back- 
ground for such a meeting,” he said. 
Since the funeral of the soldier killed 
in Hebron had not taken place yet, it 
would be unbecoming and wrong for 
me to receive this delegation the 
mayor continued. 

Figel returned to the street and 
briefed the delegation, which re- 
turned to Tulkarm. 

Dado said that he was highly 
offended by the snub and that be 
would not return to Netanya if in- 
vited. 


Arafat, in Cairo, meets 
with top Mubarak aide 

CAIRO (AP). - Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization chief Yasser Ara- 
fat made an unannounced visit here 
and met with a senior aide to Presi- 
dent Mubarak, a PLO official dis- 
closed yesterday. 

Said Kamal, a PLO official who 
lives in Cairo, told reporters Arafat 
conferred Tuesday night with Osa- 
ma el Baz, Mubarak’s chief political 
adviser, after stopping here on his 
way from Tunisia to North Yemen. 

Egyptian diplomatic sources said 
Arafat spent the night. in Cairo and 
departed yesterday from the North 
Yemeni capital Sa’ana. 

Kamal said Arafat and ei-Baz dis- 
cussed Palestinian issues but gave no 
further details. 


CRM report allies firm pocketed funds 

Many may have lost savings in West Bank ‘development’

Hundreds of people who paid 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
buy land in the Ramat Kidron area in 
the West Bank may have lost their 
'■•life's savings. 

The land in Ramat Kidron was 
sold by the Jumbo Construction 
Company, even though tbe area was 


closed by die military authorities 
some two years ago and all plans for 
it were frozen when the legality of its 
purchase by Jumbo was cast In 
doubt Jumbo, denies that any thing 
illegal has been done and said the 
land is being registered in the tabu. 

In a document presented to Police 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev yesterday, 
MK Yossi Sand and Dedi Zucker, of 


the Citizen's Rights Movement 
alleged that Jumbo pocketed mil- 
Hons of dollars from would-be land 
purchasers, but so far has failed to 
provide the land or to develop it 
Furthermore, they say, the land was 
sold on a site which was not available 
for sale or development 
The land sales were transacted by 
die law firm Lerer, Milo and Dub- 




It may be instructive to take a 
close look at three large - and not 
necessarily representative - indust- 
rial concerns in the Haifa area to see 
what specific problems they face, 
and what solutions they envisage. 

In the present discussion, we are 
concermed with where these com- 
panies have been, and where they, in 
their own estimates, are going. The 
primary focus will be on their 
capital-labour mix, and on what they 
can do with extra resources of either 
sort 

The obvious place to-start is with 
the oil refinery - that has been, the 
oatstanding industrial landmark of 
,rhe region for almost half a century. 
In fact, the current year marks the 
25th anniversary of the Refineries 
Limited as-a- government-owned 
Israeli, company. Planned and built 
by the Mandatory government in the" 
late 1930s, they fefl into disuse from 
1948 and even after-the War of 
Independence the foreipi oil . com- 
panies which tinned them only oper-

ated them on a very partial basis. 

In the late 1950s. the Israeli gov- 
ernment bought them out and pro- 
ceeded pa revamp the refineries and 
build round them a series' of pet- 
rochemical plants. These latter, 
however, were privately owned* 


although government financed. 
While receiving part of the inputs 
that they need from the refineries, 
they have quite independent exist- 
ences. 

Before examining die. ramifica- 
tions of this structural system, it is. 
worth noting some of the develop- 
ments in the refineries themselves. 
Oil refineries are capital-intensive 
affairs, as is apparent ju$t from look- 
ing at them. However, in addition to 
costing large sumsto build, maintain 
and keep abreast of technological 
change, tbe economics of oil refining 
- particularly since the price of oil 
took off in 1973 - requires that the 
refinery create as much “added 
value” as possible onto the barrel of 
crude it receives. 

Thus a ton of crude oil may cost 
today between $150-5200; a ton of 
refined petrol will sell for $250-5300 
(all depending on the quality). A ton 
of ethylene, the building block of the 
petro-chemical industry created

Jumbo co-owner A.mi 
Frumecenko said in a radio inter- 
view that Sand’s accusations were 
groundless. The land is in tbe pro- 
cess of being registered in tabu and 
Jumbo intends to sue Sand and the 
CRM for libel, be said. 

The CRM document said that on 
May 23, 1982, then-deputy agri- 
cultural minister Michael Dekel in- 
formed Jumbo on government sta- 
tionery that the Ministerial Commit-' 
tee for Settlement Affairs had de- 
cided on July 7, 1981 to approve the 
building of a settlement in the area. 

The purchasers were given mort- 
gages by Bank Tefahot, whose head 


office informed its branches that the 
area bad been approved for settle- 
ment and that 1 ,(X)0 houses would be 
built there in the near future. Jum- 
bo, which is registered only in tbe 
West Bank, did not give the bank 
any securities or collateral for mort- 
gages. However. Jumbo owners 
Frumecenko and Yehiel Shaui put 
up their own property as a bank 
guarantee, according to tbe CRM 
document. 

Sand and Zucker stressed that all 
' the laud transactions were carried 
out under the auspices of state in- 
stitutions, which decided to build a 
settlement there, without first 
checking the land's ownership and 
legal status, and without wanting the 
private purchasers that the deal was 
not above-board.

23m. new shekels make their debut

Twenty-three million new shekels 
(23 billion in old shekels) in coins 
and bills of all denominations were 
distributed yesterday by the Bank of 
Israel to banks around the country. 

Bank of Israel staffers manned 
telephones at -their Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv offices starting on Tuesday 
to answer the public's questions ab- 
out the new shekel. Most of the 
questions on the first two days con- 
cerned procedures for writing che- 
ques and other transactions, in the 
new currency during the transition 
period. .■ 


Starting on January 1 . 1 986, prices 
must be fisted and cheques must be 
written in new shekels. Old shekel 
bills and coins will remain legal ten- 
der until a year from now. 

Sheets explaining the currency 
changeover were distributed yester- 
day to all banks, and will soon be 
available in post offices. The Tour- 
ism Ministry has prepared material 
about the new shekel for tourists, 
and the Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs is distributing ex- 
planatory material to the aged.

Murphy seeks 
meeting with 
PLO official

WASHINGTON. - Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy has outlined a detailed plan 
to Secretary of State Georgs 
Shultz which could lead to U.S. 
recognition of the PLO. U.S. 
officials said yesterday. 

Murphy, the officials said, wants 
permission to meet soon with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
which would include Nabil Shaath, a 
ranking PLO official who is close to 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Shaath, who is described by U.S. 
officials as a “moderate,” is a former 
PLO observer at the UN. He was 
also a former PLO representative in 
Cairo. 

Murphy, who briefed Shultz at 
length last month in California, 
where the secretary was vacationing, 
made the case that such a prelimin- 
ary U.S. dialogue with the joint 
delegation would quickly lead to 
direct Arab-Israeli negotiations. 

In the process, Murphy reported- 
ly noted that the PLO could be 
expected to recognize UN Security 
Council Resolution 242 and to re- 
nounce terrorism - conditions which 


the U.S. has long sought before it 
would recognize the PLO. 

But under this scenario, U.S. 
officials said, Arafat would not for- 
mally renounce the “armed strug- 
gle” against Israel or explicitly rec- 
ognize Israel's right to exist? The 
acceptance of Resolution 242, 
according to Murphy’s report, im- 
plies recognition of Israel's right to 
exist. 

Shultz, who met yesterday for the 
second consecutive day with Presi- 
dent Reagan and other senior U.S. 
policymakers, is said to be inclined 
to go along with the Murphy recom- 
mendation despite some very strong 
opposition from several senior State 
Department and White House offi- 
cials. 

Well-placed U.S. sources have 
described the debate within the 
administration on this issue as quite 
intense. “It’s the hottest game in 
town," one source said. 

No decisions have yet been made . 
sources cautioned. Reagan perso- 
nally will have to decide on a proper 
strategy for keeping the peace 
efforts alive. “It could go either 
way,” an informed source said. 

The president will also have to

Paddy O'Toole said the scheme was 
inspired by Israel's success in plant- 
ing forests on barren land with finan- 
cial contributions from Jews the 
world over. 

The first forest of 25.000 trees has 
already been planted at Cap- 
paghoosh. in the western county of 
Galway, with $10,000 in contribu- 
tions from Boston Irish-Americans. 


It is to be dedicated at a ceremony 
tomorrow by Prime Minister Garret 
Fitzgerald. 

About 100 Bostonians, led by Wil- 
liam Bulger, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts state senate, will attend 
the ceremony. 

O’Toole said the scheme would 
allow for any Irish-descended person 
to have a tree planted in his name for 
10 Irish pounds ($10). 

The aim is to plant such forests in 
each of the republic’s 26 coo unties, 
and later to extend it to the six 
counties of British-ruled Northern 
Ireland, OToole said.

WASHINGTON. - Lawyers repre- 
senting Israel Bonds conferred 
yesterday with senior Treasury De- 
partment officials in an effort to 
avoid a possible new tax for Amer- 
ican purchasers of Israel Bonds 
which pay a modest 4 per cent in- 
terest a year. 

The tax could severely reduce 
Israel Bonds sales. 

In the event that the Treasury 
Department does not revise its prop- 
osed guidelines. Congress may be 
asked to pass legislation exempting 
the Bonds from the new tax. 

The origin of the Treasury De- 
partment’s proposals is the 1984 Tax 
Act which, according to yesterday's 
Wall Street Journal, imputes “a mar- 
ket interest rate to certain low-rate 
loans” to combat tax evasion. 

All investment income from in- 
terest is fully taxable in the U.S., 
including the interest obtained from 
the purchase of Israel Bonds, both 
those bearing 4 per cent interest or 
the larger “money market” and 
pension-plan bonds carrying higher 
interest rates. 

Israel Bond purchases, unlike 
cash contributions to the United 
Jewish Appeal and other charities, 
are not tax-deductible unless they 
are donated to a charity. 

Until now, a purchaser of a 4 per 
cent bond was required to pay taxes 
only on that 4 per cent income. But 
the Treasury now wants to change 
that. 

“Last month,” the newspaper 
reported. “Assistant Treasury 


Secretary (Ronald) Pearlman wrote 
Congress's tax committees that the 
(1984) act clearly - if perhaps unin- 
tentionally - applies to bonds that 
Israel for decades has sold to suppor- 
ters. Thus, an owner of bonjls 
bought after June 6, 1984, is treated 
as receiving taxable interest of the 
difference between 4 per cent and a 
market rate (expected to be 10 per 
cent to 11 per cent for 19S5); he also 
is treated as making a non- 
deductible gift of that sum to Israel." 

In short, the Treasury wants to 
obtain tax on the potential market 
interest available to purchasers of 
the low interest Israel Bonds. If the 
Treasury applies the regulation and 
if Congress does not pass an exemp- 
tion, American purchasers of Israel 
Bonds will be taxed for interest that 
they have not received but could 
have received if they had invested 
their money in a commercial market 
rate account. 

The Wall Street Journal, which 
first reported this matter, noted that 
Israel Bonds sold 5102 million of 4 
per cent bonds in 1984, and $44m. 
through last July. 

Israel Bond lawyers, the news- 
paper added, “believe Congress 
didn't mean to attack investments 
made to bolster Israel’s economy.” 
The lawyers' said that Bond purchas- 
ers were not seeking to avoid paying 
U.S. taxes. 

“Pearlman says that the Treasury 
will cooperate if Congress wants to 
amend the law,” the report added. 
“The committee chiefs, just back 
from recess, haven't responded 
yet.”

TEL AVIV. - Labour Party leaders, 
among them Histadrut Secretary- 
General Kessar, are to meet with 
Prime Minister Peres in Jerusalem 
this afternoon in an attempt to re- 
solve the dispute over wage agree- 
ments shortly dne to go into effect. 

A similar meeting, in which party 
Secretary-General Uzf Bar am and 
Knesset caucus chairman Rafi Edri 
participated, was held on Tusday 
night in Tel Aviv. If no agreement is 
reached today, Peres is likely to 
bring the issue to the party's political 
bureau, sources said. 

Peres is reportedly determined to 
have implementation of the agree- 
ments postponed until next April so 
as not to jeopardize the govern- 
ment’s economic recovery program- 
me. 

. A separate meeting on the issue is 
to be held today between Treasury 
budget director Hillel Duda'i and 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 
Chairman Haim Haberfeld. A meet- 
ing between the two yesterday ended 


inconclusively after both sides stated 
their positions. 

The objective of die talks is to 
reach agreement on the wages to be 
paid in the public sector until next 
April, without resorting to legisla- 
tion. The emergency decrees which 
have governed wage policy for the 
past two months expire at the end of 
this month and Finance Minister 
Moda’i has threatened to introduce 
legislation as a means of continuing 
the wage freeze. 

The Treasury maintains that im- 
plementation of several clauses in 
existing labour agreements - which 
are due to be implemented by next 
month - would cause the collapse of 
the gavemment'a economic recov- 
ery programme. It is therefore re- 
questing that the Histadrut and the 
anions concerned agree to postpone 
implementation of the clauses until 
next April. 

The Histadrut maintains that the 
workers have given more than their 
share to the success of the program- 
me, and that implementation would

General firefighters strike 
threatened over wage cuts 


Reagan’s liaison to the Jews 
slated to move to higher post

WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan has decided to nominate 
Marshall Breger, the White House 
liaison to the Jewish community, as 
the next chairman of the Adminis- 
trative Conference, a federal agency 
that studies government efficiency. 

No successor to Breger in the 
White House has been named, 
although Lynda Chavez, assistant to 
the president for public liaison, is 
said to be pressing for the appoint- 
ment of one of her associates. 

Breger, a former professor of law 
who was previously affiliated with 
the Heritage Foundation in 
Washington, a conservative think- 
tank, will become in his new sub- 
cabinet position one of tbe highest- 
ranking Jews in the government. His 
appointment will require Senate * 
confirmation. 

Breger was the third White House 
liaison to the Jewish community in 
the Reagan administration. Hie two 
others were Jacob Stein, a former 
chairman of the Conference of Presi- 
dents of Major American Jewish 


Organizations, and Michael Gale, a 
former lobbyist for the American 
Israel Public Affairs Committee 
( Aipac) who now works for Republi- 
can Senator Arlen Specter of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Breger's post as liaison to the 
Jewish community has been some- 
thing of a hot seat in recent years. 

Most recently, Breger faced the 
anger of the Jewish community over 
the presidential decision to hold a 
reconciliation ceremony with West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl at 
a cemetery containing the graves of 
SS soldiers. This pitched Breger in- 
to conflict with author ELie Wiesel . 

Wiesel delivered a moving speech 
at the White House to the president, 
asking him not to cany through with - 
the ceremony. But shortly before.it, ' 
he claimed that Breger had t ried to ;, 
stifle the speech. ’ 

Breger denied this, saying he only 
told Wiesel to keep his speech to 
three or four minutes because of the 
president’s tight schedule and 
cautioned him that public confronta- 
tion might cause the administration 
to dig in its heels.

HAIFA. - Firefighters throughout 
the country are threatening to strike 
today in support of their colleagues 
in Western Galilee. 

The 900 firemen plan to leave all 
stations unmanned and not respond ■ 
to any calls, even in life-or-death 
situations. 

The action follows what the fire 
brigade union described as attempts 
by local authorities is the Western 
Galilee to break existing labour 
agreements. 

The Galilee firemen have been on 
strike since the beginning of the 
week in protest against wage cuts. 
The union fears similar measures 
will be adopted by other local au- 
thorities. 

Negotiations between union rep- 
resentatives and members of the 
Union of Local Authorities yester- 
day failed to break the deadlock. 

If there are no further develop- 
ments by 10 a.m. today, firefighters 
throughout the country will leave 


their stations and assemble at the 
firemens’ national training school in 
Rishon Lezion. 

Meanwhile, a huge blaze des- 
troyed hundreds of dunams of natu- 
ral forest in the Kerem Maharal area 
of Mount Carmel north of Zichron 
Ya’acov yesterday. Six fire engines 
from Zichron Ya’acov and Hadera 
were sent to the scene, but because 
of the difficult terrain a tight aircraft 
was brought in to try to douse the 
flames. Soldiers assisted the fire- 
men. 

By late evening fire fighters had 
managed to bring the blaze under 
control, but two engines remained at 
the scene throughout the night. The 
engines are to be withdrawn if the 
strike goes ahead today. 

The Nature Protection Society 
said a blazing car had been found in 
the area the previous day and the fire 
had spread to nearby woodland. The 
blaze apparently broke out again 
yesterday at lunch time. Police are 
investigating the cause of the car 
fire. 


MURPHY SEEKS 


Car-bomb kills 14 in Lebanon’s Bekaa 


BEIRUT (AP). - A -car-bomb ex- 
ploded in a vegetable market in east 
Lebanon's Christian town of Zahle 
yesterday, reportedly killing 14 peo-‘ 
pie and wounding 50. 

The Christian Voice of Lebanon 
reported that the 3:20 p.m. explo- 
sion caused heavy damage and 
startedo big fire in a fuel depot in tbe 
town in the Syrian-controlled Bekaa 
valley. 

Red Cross and civil-defence teams 
dragged at least 14 charred bodies, 
most of them mutilated beyond rec- 
ognition, from the rubble as dark- 
ness fell, the radio said. 

Police said the bomb, estimated at 
150 kilos of TNT was rigged in a 
Renault sedan. 

Zahle, whose 100,000 population 


is mainly Greek Catholic, is the only 
major Christian enclave in the 
Moslem-populated Bekaa. 

Meanwhile, Amal militiamen 
fought Palestinians with rocket- 
propelled grenades and machine- 
guns in Beirut's Bouij ai-Barajneh 
refugee camp. 

Police described the fighting as the 
worst confrontation between the two 
factions since a June 18 ceasefire 
ended a five-week war in which some 
600 people were killed and 2,500 
wounded, most of them Palesti- 
nians. 

Beirut newspapers blamed the 
fighting on a squabble at a filling 
station between Palestinians and 
Amal over petrol, increasingly in 
short supply in West Beirut. 


Israel not on Thatcher’s M-E itinerary

TEL AVIV. - British Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher will not visit 
Israel during her short Middle East 
tour that is scheduled to begin in two 
weeks, according to government 
sources in London. 

Thatcher’s tour has not yet been 
officially announced. However, it. 
has been reliably learned that she' 
will meet with President Mubarak in 
Cairo on September 16 and with 
King Hussein in Amman on Septem- 
ber 18. 


British officials do not expect die 
tour to dramatically influence Mid- 
dle East peace efforts, though they 
believe that it could persuade Hus- 
sein to adopt an independent pro- 
American line. 

Thatcher decided to undertake a 
Middle East tour several months 
ago, after meeting with Hussein and 
with Vice Premier S hamir in Lon- 
don. It is seen by officials in Londop 
as an extension of the U.S. peace 
mission , which has so farishown little 
success. 


Pupils let out earlier today

But those U.S. officials who are 
inclined to support the assistant 
secretary believe that Prime Minis- 
ter Peres and his closest aides are not 
all that opposed, despite several 
public statements to the contrary 
coming from Jerusalem in recent 
weeks. 

Indeed, these U.S. officials speci- 
fically cited a visit to Washington 
early in the summer by Nimrod 
Novik, a senior political aide to 
Peres, who supposedly gave the 
I Americans a green light to pursue 
the Jordanian-Palestinian option. 

“We’ve been getting conflicting 
signals from Israel.” one American 
official said, conceding that Foreign 
Minister Shamir is “dead set” 
against the entire concept. 

In Jerusalem, U.S. Ambassador 
Thomas Pickering told Shamir 
yesterday that the State Department 
would submit a proposal next week 
to Reagan concerning the coming 
phase of the Middle East peace in- 
itiative. 

Pickering's meeting with Shamir 
followed meetings he had last week 
with Peres and- with the director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry, 
David Kimche. 

According to Murphy's proposal, 
there would be four Palestinians in 
the joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
group: Shaath; Hanna Seniora, edi- 
tor of Al- Fajr, Fayez Abu Rahme, a 
Gaza lawyer: and Dr. Henry Cation, 
a Palestinian historian living in Paris. 

In July, Jordan's King Hussein 
submitted to the Americans a list of 
seven Palestinians as possible dele- 
gates. The four are taken from that 
list. According to U.S. officials, 
Hussein had selected the seven 
names from a list of 24 Palestinians 
nominated by Arafat. 

Hussein has flatly told Washing- 
ton that he is not prepared to add 
more names as possible candidates. 


In addition, the king has insisted that 
a minimum of four Palestinians be 
included in the group that would 
meet with Murphy. 

Tbe assistant secretary is well 
aware of Shaath's formal PLO 
credentials -as opposed to the infor- 
; mal and unofficial links to the PLO 
, of tiie three other Pales tinia ns. But 
v in private discussions; UJS,. pedals 
said, he has argued that a symbolic 
and brief meeting with the joint 
delegation, including Shaath, would 
not violate Washington’s 1975 com- 
mitment to Israel not to “recognize 
or negotiate” with the PLO until it 
accepts Resolutions 242 and 338 as 
well as Israel’s right to exist. 

Israeli officials have argued that 
they would see it as a violation. 

They conceded that Seniora and 
' Abu Rahme - both residents of the 
territories - would be accepted by 
Israel in direct negotiations with 
Israel. But that should not be seen as 
suggesting Israeli approval of any 
preliminary U.S. dialogue with them 
as part of a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian group. Israel, they said, 
opposes the entire concept, insisting 
instead on direct talks, as the next 
stage in the peace efforts. 

In any case, Murphy has re- 
portedly argued that tbe administra- 
tion could “take the heat” from 
Israel and its supporters if the adv- 
ance meeting with Shaath and the 
others would in feet lead to PLO 
acceptance of 242 and direct negotia- 
tions with Israel. 

If the PLO were to" accept the 
resolution, U.S. officials said, Mur- 
phy might be in a position to open 
more formal discussions with other 
higher- ranking PLO officials. 

Reagan and Shultz are described 
by their aides as genuinely sym- 
pathetic to Hussein’s predicament. 
They want to help the long, and they 
are inclined to accept Murphy's 
argument that the “ball is now in the 
U.S. court.” 

Murphy, based on his most recent 
conversations last month with Hus- 
sein and others in the Middle East, is 
said to be convinced that the entire 
U.S.-sponsored peace initiative will 
collapse unless he meets shortly with 
the joint Jordanian-Palestinian de- 
legation. 

Meanwhile, the State Depart- 
ment yesterday effectively rejected 
Israel’s recent complaints that Jor- 
dan has allowed the PLO to establish 
“terrorist bases” in Jordan. 


Scottish football fans spike oranges with vodka

LONDON. - Scottish football fans 
deprived of alcoholic beverages in 
football grounds by new legislation 
to stop violence have come up with a 
method to satisfy their thirst - doc- 
tored oranges. 

Fans have been drawing off the 
juice from oranges with hypodermic 
syringes and injecting the fruit with 
generous quantities of vodka. The 


spiked oranges are then taken into 
the grounds by seemingly reformed 
fens clutching “bags of fruit." 

Ron Jones, managing director of 
Cardiff Football Club in Scotland, 
confirmed that some fans have been 
caught with tbe doctored oranges. 

However, the Strathclyde police, 
which deals with a majority of fans in 
the Glasgow area, expressed sur- 
prise. 


"One is" tempted to ask how many 
spiked oranges would be needed to 
get your average Scottish football 
fen drunk. The answer is a cart- 
load,” one officer said. 

Jones said his information came 
from Scottish security chiefs, who 
reported that police had been baf- 
fled by sober fens entering football 
grounds who by the time the game 
ended were **pie-eyed."

If wage 
increases axe paid, he said, em- 
ployers will be forced to raise prices 
and the government to raise the 
exchange rate, thus causing the col- 
lapse of the economic policy. 

In demanding postponement, 
Duda'i referred to three clauses in 


the public-sector framework agree- 
ment, signed in June last year, which 
have not yet been implemented. 

Cause 7 prorides for a review of 
the lowest wage grades in April 1985 
against tbe April 1984 wage levels, 
and appropriate compensation 
where necessary. 

Clause 8 provides for the addition 
of two wage grades at the upper end 
of the public service wage scale in 
April 1985. Clause 9 assures the 
maintenance of the real value of 
wages. 

Duda'i also demanded the post- 
ponement of a separate agreement 
with several “professional" unions 
among them the engineers, which 
provided for the addition of an extra 
grade to their wage scale. Imple- 
mentation of the agreement would 
affect thousands of workers whose 
wages are linked to those of the 
engineers. . L 

Other agreements which Duda i 
would like to see postponed are with 
the social workers, the teachers, the _ 
university graduates and the doc- 
tors. 


Don’t make politics out of his death’

HAIFA. -Members of Kibbutz Beit 
Oren - home of Avraham Sorek, 
who was murdered in Hebron on 
Tuesday while on reserve duty - 
yesterday appealed to public figures 
not to make political capital out of 
his death. 

Farm manager Motti Elyashiv, 
speaking on behalf of the kibbutz 
and Sorek’s family, said they did not 
want the death to become the basis 
for a political and public argument. 

“I call on all outside bodies to 
refrain from making political capital 
out of this tragedy for their own 
purposes,” he said. 


“Allow us to bear our grief quietly 
without any outside interference." 

Nearly 1,000 people attended the 
funeral of 38-year-old Sorek at the 
kibbutz yesterday afternoon. 

Kibbutz member Shmuel Cohen, 
in his eulogy, described the killers of 
Sorek as “terrorists against peace." 

The government was not officially 
represented, although Absorption 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur was present 
on behalf of the kibbutz movement. 

Sorek, who immigrated from 
Chile several years ago and later 
settled with his family at the kibbutz, 
is survived by his wife, a 14-year-old 
daughter and two sons, aged 11 and 
five.

The army spread barbed wire 
along one entrance to the settlers' 
Avraham Avinu Synagogue com- 
pound ne$r the casba, and sealed a 
passage the settlers opened on Tues- 
day between that compound and the 
casba. 

The soldiers arrived in the morn- 
ing and moved to put back the blocks 
| to the opened arched entrance which 
had been removed. However, Rabbi 
Moshe Leringer and some suppor- 
ters stood in their way and argued 
with them. 

“There was some pushing but not 
too much," a settler recounted later, 
i Eventually the soldiers completed 
cementing the blocks, drew barbed 
wire across the passage and posted 


guards at the entrance. 

The settlers complained they were 
being placed in a ghetto. Alluding to 
Defence Minister Rabin, settler 
leader Elyakim Haetzni said wryly: 
“Yitzhak is building the first ghetto 
in the history of the Jewish people in 
the land of Israel.” 

A more serious confrontation 
occurred when the army lifted the 
curfew in the casba at 4 p.m. to allow 
residents to buy supplies. 

Tbe settlers derided not to permit 
a resumption of normal life only 24 
hours after the murder and some 15 
people including Leringer entered 
the casba. 

Border Police were guarding tbe 
entrance to the controversial flat in 
the casba, but two settlers climbed to 
a nearby roof and crossed over it to 
the apartment., . .. 

More Border Police came running 
to the area and demanded that the 
settlers leave. According to Haetzni 
they violently attacked the demon- 
strators. Other eyewitnesses re- 
ported that Border Police pushed 
them away.

He said 
that the problem has been aggra- 
vated because Rabbi David Che- 
louche, the Sephardi chief rabbi of 
Netanya and the only official mar- 
riage registrar to take a lenient view 
in the matter, is out of the country. 

Corinaldi. himself an Orthodox 
Jew. warned that if no solution is 
found for the Ethiopians, he would 
press for legislation to authorize civil 
marriage in Israel. “You simply can-

In Tel Aviv, new shekel 
gets a very cold shoulder

TEL AVTV. - At the Carmel Mar- 
ket, shopkeepers and vendors were 
cursing the new shekel yesterday - 
the first day the new currency was in 
circulation. 

An -old man, asked what he 
thought of the changeover, said: “I 
don’t know Yitzhak Moda’i, never 
met him . But I have a feeling that 
before be goes to sleep, he lies in bed 
thinking, ‘What can I cook up for 
Israelis tomorrow to drive them 
crazy?” 

. A woman carrying two bags from 
the market said simply. “The new 
shekel - believe me. I’m entirely 
mixed up.” 

The new money received a cold 
welcome at banks as well, and some 
banks did not even bother to order 
new shekel coins. One bank mana- 
ger said: “What’s the rush? This is 
just the first day.” 

Another bank manager showed 
off several large plastic bags full of 
new shekel coins. But when asked to 
exchange a IS 1,000 bill for a shiny, 
one new shekel coin, the manager 
said curtly, ‘Tm not opening the bag 
yet.” 

A teller said she has been having 
nightmares ever since the announce- 
ment of the changeover. “You know 
what it means to go back to handling 
coins? Your hands get dirtier than 
handling paper money , not to speak

“Things will be less complicated with 
three zeroes less, and the computers 
will have a much easier time.” 

Binyamin Gaon, the general jnan- 
ager of the Co-op supermarket chain 
said that he believed the new shekel 
would cut sales. “It will have a 
psychological effect.' People will 
notice that their paycheque has 
shrunk by three zeroes, and they’ll 
be. in shock and will be afraid to 
spend.

Moslem committee demands 
release of wakf property

TEL AVIV. - Wakf land - Moslem 
community property - brings tens of 
billions of shekels a year into the 
Treasury, but only a few million 
shekels of it are budgeted to help the 
Moslem community, leaders of the 
General Moslem Committee told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

They said they will hold a Moslem 
Congress in Nazareth on Saturday to 
demand that Wakf property be re- 
turned to the Moslems and that the 
Moslems be allowed to run their own 
religious affairs as are the Christians 
and Druse. 

“If God were a refugee, we would 
agree to Wakf property being'in the 
hands of the custodian of absentee 
property, said Zaidan Mohammed 
chairman of the committee. 

“Wakf property belongs to God, 
but in practice it is to help members 
of the Moslem community,’' be con- 
tinued. “We could build old-age. 
homes, assist the homeless, offer 
more help to students, provide reli- 
gious education - do many things if 
this money were available to and 


administered by Moslems chosen by 
their’fellow Moslems. 

“Instead most of the money goes 
into the general Treasury and the 
fraction of 1 per cent which is made 
available to the Moslem community 
is administered by trustees who are 
rubber stamps for the government 
officials who appointed them.” 

Nun El-Oukbi. another commit- 
tee member and a Bedmn-rights 
activist, asked why a Jewish official 
(in charge of the Moslem Depart- 
ment in the Ministry of Religious 
Affairs) should choose the preacher 
for a mosque: “Why shouldn’t the 
department be run by a qualified 
Moslem?” 

El-Oukbi also complained that 
many Moslem cemeteries have be- 
come garbage dumps or ploughed 
fields. “How would you feel if Jew- 
ish cemeteries in some other country 
were excavated and the bones of the 
dead scattered, or if property be- 
longing to the Jewish community of 
some country were confiscated by 
the government, with only a tiny 
fraction of the proceeds finding their 
way back to the community?” he 
asked.

Regional bus station opened in west TA

TEL AVIV. - The municipality and 
the Dan bus cooperative yesterday 
inaugurated a new “sub-central” bus 
station in the western part of town, 
near the beach and the Carmel mar- 
ket.

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48-hour general strike 
paralyzes all of Bolivia 


LA PAZ (AP). - Bolivia was virtual- 
ly paralyzed yesterday morning by a 
48-hour strike called by labour un- 
ions to protest economic measures 
announced last week by the month- 
old conservative government. 

The government ordered police 
and armed forces on alert and 
warned that it will not permit dis- 
orderly acts or roadblocks. 

The strike called by the Bolivian 
Workers Central, has paralyzed 
mines, industries, many businesses, 
public transportation, petrol sales, 
government offices and the central 
bank. Although some banks opened 
their doors yesterday morning it was 
not known how long they would 
remain open. 

The Workers Central, which rep- 
resents every major labour group in 
the country, instructed members to 
organize marches and threatened an 
indefinite general strike if the gov- 
ernment does not revise its anti- 
inflationary economic programme. 

The strike was the first major 
confrontation between the newly in- 
stalled government and labour, and 
grows out of what are considered the 
harshest economic measures im- 
plemented in recent Bolivian his- 
tory. 

The government last Thursday 
floated "the peso, effectively de- 
valuing it by 95 per cent, froze salar- 
ies until December, reorganized 
state companies, raised fuel prices 


tenfold, authorized the dismissal of 
workers at state and private com- 
panies and removed price supports 
on food. . 

The government has asked for a 
truce to allow its anti-inflationary 
measures to have an effect. The 
government said earlier that it would 
declare any strike illegal and mobil- 
ize the police and armed forces. 

“Bolivia is in a situation of war- 
like conflagration, of ruin and disas- 
ter that can only be stopped with 
shock treatment," said Planning 
Minister QuUermo Bed regal. 

Bolivia has the world's' highest 
inflation rate at 14,000 per cent, and 
President Paz Estenssoro has said 
that without the measures, inflation 
could reach 44,000 per cent by the 
end of the year. 

Prior to the August 29 measures, 
prices often increased hourly and 
shoppers bad to carry bundles of bills 
to make their purchases. Four years 
ago, 100,000 pesos would have 
purchased a small vehicle. Today, 
the same sum buys a loaf of bread. 

Government measures freeze the 
minimum monthly wage at $15 to 
$20, which labour leaders say are 
starvation wages. Labour also 
opposes decentralization of the 
deficit-ridden state companies, the 
dosing of subsidized company stores 
and the streamlining of personnel 
and operations at state companies. 


91 Indonesians die during haj to Mecca 


JAKARTA (Reuter). - Ninety-one 
Indonesians have died so far this 
year on the annual pilgrimage to 
Mecca, the Antara news agency said 
yesterday. 

■ Antara quoted a Religious Affairs 
Minsitry official as saying most of the 
dead were elderly and had died from 


heart attacks, the strong sun or simp- 
ly old age. 

More than 40,000 pilgrims from 
Indonesia, the world's most popu- 
lous Moslem nation, will have flown 
to Saudi Arabia for this year's haj, 
which lasts from July until the end of 
this month.

‘Night Stalker’ charged with murder 


LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - The 
alleged “Night Stalker” killer, 
Richard Ramirez, was taken to court 
yesterday in handcuffs and leg chains 
and charged with the murder of a 
66- year-old man, burglary and sex- 
ual assaults.

De Alwis said the curfew was 
clamped on Trincomalee town be- 
cause of "'conflict between Tamil 
terrorists and Sinhalese villagers. ” 

The security forces were compel- 
led to intervene to restore law and 
order, he said. He did not elaborate.

Iraq marks fifth year 
of conflict with Iran 

BAGHDAD (Reuter). - Iraq 
yesterday marked the fifth 
anniversary of the start of its war 
with Iran with rallies and special 
radio and TV programmes hailing its 
combat prowess. 

Iraq dates the outbreak of war 
from September 4, 1980, when Iran 
shelled some Iraqi border towns. 

Iran and most of the rest of the 
world consider the real outbreak to 
have been the early morning of 
September 23 the same year, when 
Iraqi forces crossed into Iran and 
both sides bombed oil installations. 

Meanwhile an Iraqi plane on man- 
euvers inadvertently violated Tur- 
kish airspace and bombed an area in 
southeastern Turkey on Tuesday, an 
official source reported yesterday. 

The source said that an Iraqi air- 
craft flew into Turkish territory for a 
few kilometres during a military ex- 
ercise and bombed the area near the 
southeastern Turkish village of 
Cukurca “without any intention." 
No injuries were reported. 

The official said it was difficult to 
determine the border limits in this 
area of rough mountain terrain. 

“It was not an intentional viola- 
tion and the two sides are in contact 
over the matter.'’ the official added. 


Sikh gunmen slay sixin 
burst of pre-ballot violence 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Sikh ex- 
tremists yesterday kitted a promin- 
ent supporter of Prime Minister Ra- 
jiv Gandhi and struck in Punjab state 
with a series of attacks which left six 
people dead and IS injured. 

The attacks were made on the eve 
of the start of official campaigning 
for Punjab state elections on 
September 25. 

Three gunmen killed Axjun Dass, 
a member of the New Delhi Metro- 
politan Council for Gandhi's ruling 
Congress (I) party, at his office in the 
capital. 

His bodyguard also died and six 
people in the office were wounded in 
a hail of bullets. 

“Since one of the attackers was- 
wearing a turban , it is very likely that 


it was an extremist attack,” New 
Delhi Deputy Commissioner of 
Police Pereira Kamath said. 

Police in the Punjab capital Chan- 
digarh reported eight extremist 
attacks in the state Tuesday night 
with four people killed and nine 
wounded. 

A police spokesman said the 
attacks occurred between 7 p.m. and 
8 p.m. in what appeared -to be a 
coordinated assault. 

In each case Sikhs arrived on 
motor scooters outside the homes of 
victims and opened fire with 
submachine-guns. 

“We expect more attacks as the 
elections get closer,” a senior police 
official said. 


British home defences tested 
against possible Soviet attack 


LONDON (Reuter). - Britain be- 
gins its biggest military exercise in 
four decades tomorrow to test its 
home defences against what it be- 
lieves would be the threat of a Soviet 
commando incursion in the event of 
war. 

In the exercise, codenamed 
“Brave Defender”, 65,000 troops, 
including 1,000 U.S. soldiers serving 
here, wfll guard key installations 
expeitted to be wartime targets of 
specially-trained Soviet comman- 
dos, known as “Spetsnaz.” 

Under terms of the Helsinki 
Accords on European Security, rep- 
resentatives of the Soviet Union and 
other Warsaw Pact nations were in- 
vited to observe the eight-day man- 
euvers, but they turned down the 
invitation. 

Defence officials believe Britain 
could be vulnerable to Soviet com- 


mandos if war broke out in Europe. 
Most British and U.S. troops here 
would immediately be ferried to the 
European continent to reinforce 
Nato frontline forces. 

“Spetsnaz can be infiltrated into 
the country by a number of means 
from the sea or by air,” exercise 
commander Lt.-Gen. Sir John Ake- 
hurst told a news conference. 

“The threat posed by Spetsnaz has 
led us to rethink our entire concept 
for home defence,” he said. 

Members of Britain’s elite Special 
Air Service (SAS) are playing the 
part of Soviet saboteurs during the 
exercise. 

Armed with sub-machine guns, 
mines and mortars, they will mount 
surprise attacks on 150 strategic 
targets, inducting airfields, radar sta- 
tions, naval bases and ammunition 
dumps. 


Sudan rebels said ready for peace talks 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP). - 
Southern rebels are ready to talk 
peace with Sudan's six-month-old 
military-led government, a rebel 
representative was reported yester-' 
day to have told a Khartoum news- 
paper. 

The government-owned Al-Ayam 
also quoted Azol Ashil as saying 
rebel field co mman ded in southern ' 
war zones had been ordered to talk 
directly with commanders of 
Sudanese army units there. 

If true, the reported conciliatory 
move would be a reversal of the 
rebels' refusal to negotiate with 
politicians under Khartoum's new 
military rulers, who ousted president 
Ja’afar Numeiri in a bloodless milit- 
ary coup on April 6. The rebels 
previously bad demanded fuUtur--- 
hover- of power to ; avffi^pripr to. 


peace talks. 

The newspaper identified Ashil as 
a representative of the Sudan Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Movement based in 
Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, where the 
reported interview took place. 

Meanwhile, Sudan has received 
military equipment including trucks 
and other vehicles from the Libyan 
army, the official Sudan News Agen- 
cy said yesterday. 

It said the supplies described as “a 
gift,” consisted of 60 heavy trucks, a 
number of water and oil tank vehi- 
cles, tents and logistics equipment. 

The supplies were sent as part of a 
military cooperation protocol which 
the two countries signed in Tripoli, 
Libya, last July during a visit by 
Sudanese Defence Minister Osman 
Abdullah Mofaamed; . the agency 
said. 




Has Pol Pot actually retired? 
Friends and foes say it’s a trick 


BANGKOK. - The Hanoi-backed 
Phnom Penh government of Kam- . 
puchea yesterday dismissed the re- 
tirement of Pol Pot as military com- 
mander of the Khmer Rouge forces 
as a trick, and the head of the 
Kampuchean resistance coalition. 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, said Pol 
Pot might stil) be the real bead of the 
Khmer Rouge. 

Sihanouk is president of a shaky 
three-party coalition , which includes 
the Khmer Ronge, who are fighting 
to drive out Vietnamese troops who 
invaded Kampuchea in 1979. 

The Kampuchean government 
news agency SPK, monitored here, 
said the move was a preparation for a 
new diplomatic ploy at the UN 
General Assembly. 

The Peking- backed Khmer Rouge 
said on Monday that Pol Pot- widely 
blamed for the deaths of hundreds cif 
thousands of Kampucheans - had 
been replaced by Defence Minister 
Son Sen. 


Pol Pot’s departure had been one 
condition demanded by Vietnam, 
which ousted the Khmer Rouge gov- 
ernment in 1979, for a settlement in 
Kampuchea. 

Sihanouk, speaking with reporters 
on bis arrival in Paris from Peking, 
said: “It seems as if the Khmer 
Rouge has realized that Pol Pot is 
badly accepted by international 
opinion and is not representative. 
“Despite his departure, however, it 
remains to be seen whether he will 
stay on as tire real head of the Khmer 
Ronge.” 

Meanwhile, .the Khmer Rouge 
claimed yesterday that its guerrillas 
killed 127 Vietnamese soldiers and 
wounded 220 others in assaults on 
two Vietnamese tank-led regiments 
in western Kampuchea. ‘ 

The report could not be confirmed 
and Khmer Rouge claims are usually 
regarded as exaggerated. (Reuter, 
AP)

MOSCOW (AP). - Chess champion 
Anatoly Karpov resigned the ad- 
journed first game of the world title 
contest yesterday without resuming 
play against challenger Gary Kas- 
parov, Tass reported.

New breast check

A NEW system for early breast 
cancer detection implemented this 
week, at Hadassah University Hos- 
pital promises complete one-day re- 
sults - a welcome service to women 
who previously had to endure days 
and often weeks'^, of anxiety over 
possibly dangerous growths. 

The use of fine needle aspiration 
(FNA), says Prof. Axieh Durst, head 
of Hadassah Ein Kerem’s surgery 
department and supervisor of the 
new breast examination clinic, 
makes the lengthy surgical and 
laboratory procedures usually in- 
volved in an open biopsy unneces- 
sary; and it provides women with 
complete test results within as little 
as two hours. 

Prior to examination, ■ a woman 
need only bring to the clini c (part of 
the hospital's third-floor out-patient 
surgery ward) a payment voucher 
from her health plan. Alternately, 
she may go directly to the hospital 
billing department and pay a one- 
time fee of IS8,200. Costs of addi 
tionaj tests vary. 

The entire examination lasts only 
20 painless minutes. Women first 
undergo a routine hand examination 
conducted by a surgeon and anonco- 
logst, whereby the entire contour of 
Jhe breast - from the armpit to die 
sternum - is systematically checked 
for irregulaiitiesaf growths. Then a 
trans-illumination - a special type of 
photograph -is made of the breast. 

If lumps or irregular growths are 

smafi«mouHtof^airibiaextracted»Ha. 
process very similar to a standard 
blood test, according to Durst. The 
fluid is passed ou to a pathologist 
who can determine whether the 
lump . is malig nant within 20-30 mi 
notes. 

If malignancy is discovered, the 
woman is informed in a collective 
conference attended by. a patholog 
ist, an oncologist and a resident 
surgeon. Various criteria such as 
age, general health and psychologic- 
al attitude are considered before a 
method of treatm ent is selected. 

Breast cancer is widespread in 
Israel, says Durst; statistics say 
approximately one in every seven 
women in western countries con- 
tracts the disease.- Cancer of the 
breast is very rare among women in 
eastern and developing nations. 

Much research has been con 
ducted on this phenomenon, but 
results are as yet inconclusive. Statis- 
tics do indicate, however, that gene- 
tic as well as environmental differ- 
ences do account for differences in 
susceptibility to breast cancer, as 
does the high amount of saturated 
fat characteristic of western diets. 

Hadassah ’s Durst and colleague 
Prof. ShoshanaBiran, an oncologist, 
advise all women between the ages 
of 27 and 65 to examine their breasts 
regularly. Breast cancer is most com- 
mon among’ women in their sixties, 
they say, but cancer has been disco- 
vered in young women through early 
detection examinations. 

■ "Women generally know their 
own 1 breasts;” says Durst, “and for 
that matter, so do their husbands or 
lovers.” If any ebangein shape, skin 
tone or size of the breasts is noticed , 
he botes, women should not delay 
seeking professional examination 

A woman can check her breasts in 
the shower or in bed. They should be 
examined twice, says Durst, once 
with arms above the head and once 
with arm? resting naturally at . the 
sides: - Breasts should be manipu- 
fajtcd in the direction of the rib cage 
apd special -care ’should be taken to 
chgck thoroughly the area surround; 
ingthe nipple. 

f Generally, a cancerous growth 
consists of a single nodule which can 
be as small as one- centimetre in 
diameter. Nodules smaller than that 
-are very difficult to detect in routine 
home examinations. Therefore, pro-, 
fesional ’ check-ups are recom 
mended at least once a year: 

“Many women are under the false 
impression that- unless they experi-, 
enee !pam; ^hey have nothing to! 
worry about. On the contrary ”

less intelligent.” As a matter of fact, 
the reasoning was just the reverse of 
this. Paul Broca (1824-80), leading 
proponent of this theory and its 
principal researcher, stated in print 
that “we must not forget that women 
are, on the average, a little less 
intelligent than men/ a difference 
which we should not exaggerate but 
which is. nonetheless, real: We are 
therefore permitted to suppose that 
the relatively small size of the female 
brain depends in part on her physical 
inferiority and in part on her intellec- 
tual inferiority.” Broca had made up 
his mind before he did his first ex- 
periment. The Fathers of the Church 
had already questioned whether 
women have souls, but now the issue ’ 
was whether they even bad human 
intelligence. 

Later his chief student and disci- 


ple, Gustave le Bon. in 1879 wrote 
that "...there are a large number of 
women whose brains are closer in 
size to those of gorillas than to the 
most developed male brains. This 
inferiority is so obvious that no one 
can contest it fora moment.” And as 
for some Parisian women of known 
intelligence, he dismissed them as 
“exceptional as any monstrosity, as, 
for example, a gorilla with two 
heads; consequently we may neglect 
them entirely.” 

Are women's brains really smaller 
than men's? And even if so, is there a 
shred of proof that brain size has 
anything to do with intelligence? 

Prof. Stephen Jay Gould, a 
paleontologist at Harvard Universi- 
ty, who has given a series of 
JerusaJem-Harvard Lectures at the 
Givat Ram Campus of the Hebrew 
University, has asked himself these 
questions and feels he has some 
answers. 
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Carefully checking Broca's cal- 
culations, 'be found several prob- 
lems. Firstly, though Broca's 
measurements were exact, the 
source of some of his specimens gave 
rise to scepticism. Many of the 
women's brains he studied were 
those of very old women, often with 
degenerative diseases. The latest 
American studies Gould found 
showed a full 100 gram difference in 
weight between brains of those who 
died of violent accidents and those 
who died of degenerative arteriosc- 
lerosis. 

Adjusting for these findings and 
for the difference in body size, 
Gould found that the average differ- 
ence in weight of a female and a male 
brain is 1 13 grains and not 181 grains 
as Broca claimed. Since this differ- 
ence is the same as the difference 
between the brain of a 160 
centimetre-tall man and one 190 
cms. tall, and no one has ever sug- 
gested that tall men are more intelli- 
gent than short men, Gould con- 
cludes that women's brains are at 
least the same relative size as men's. 


When corrected for muscular mass 
and force, what Manouvier in the 
1880s called ‘sexual mass, women's 
brains are even relatively larger. 

The point is that while the theory 
that larger brains house more intelli- 
gence lias been used to prove super- 
iority of the male sex, women, about 
whom everyone had an opinion any- 
way. in fact served as surrogates for 
other “inferior” groups. At different 
times this type of data was used 
against the American Mdians. the 
blacks, the Filipinos and other 
groups of so-called “primitive peo- 
ples.” 

In the end, the brains of the ack- 
nowledged geniuses of history have 
proven to be of the same average size 
as the brains of other people. No 
data have ever been published from 
studies done on Einstein's brain af- 
ter his death. Gould explains tfiat 
there just wasn't anything to report. 

Looking at the history of these 
distortions of science, Gould says 
that they substantiate feminists’ 
claims that women's battles are real- 
ly for all humankind.

Elta to ‘go public’ for $13 million 


Tadiran goes for Videotext

ASH DO D. - Elta Electronics 
yesterday lifted a part of the veil of 
mystery which has surrounded it 
since it was founded «'nw two de- 
cades ago. It did this in preparation 
for “going public" and raising about 
$13 million on the Te! Aviv stock 
exchange this autumn, and at u later 
date, a considerably larger sum 
(perhaps twice as much! on the New 
York stock exchange. Elta Electro- 
nics is a fully-owned subsidiary of 
Israel Aircraft Industries (IA1). a 
government company which is the 
single largest industrial concern in 
the country. 

David ivri (Aluf. reserves), in 
both his capacity as board chairman 
of IAI and of Elta. yesterday discus- 
sed the salient facts of the forthcom- 
ing emission. He was assisted by 
Moshe Ortasse. head of IAI's elec- 
tronics division (which consists of 
three other companies in addition to 
Elta): Dr. Nino Levy, general mana- 
ger of Elta. and David Arve. head of 
Etta's finance department. 

The emission, which should be 
floated early in October 1985. under 
the Elscint Law (which grants con- 
siderable tax benefits to those in the 


highest income tax brackets), will all 
be used for research and develop- 
ment. and a special company, Elta 
R&D. is being set up to direct the 
use of the money. Elta wall also 
provide- another $5m. from its cur- 
rent profits for R&D. 

The speakers were convinced that 
the the $i3m. emission - which is 
needed to cover partially the cut- 
backs in' R&D fundings from the 
IDF - would be taken up without 
much trouble. They gave a long list 
of reasons to support their belief. 

First, about 60% of the shares are 
expected to be sold to the company's 
2.200 workers (of which 1,300 are 
engineers and technicians), leaving 
only about $5m. - for the general 
public. 

The executives were sure that the 
workers would take the lead in 
“snapping up" the shares, since they 
had an excellent idea of the future 
potential of their company. 

Elta deals with a wide range of 
highly-sophisticated problems in the 
following areas: radar, electronic 
warfare, communications, compute- 
rized systems, automatic test systems, 
defence and technologies. Thus, if 
there is a shortage of orders in one 
area, this can be offset by work in 
another. 


Moreover, the company's pro- 
ducts are being sold at present to 
about 25 different countries, with 
European countries the largest 
buyers, with past and present orders 
worth some $148m. Africa and Asia 
(with the Far East growing very fast) 
follow with some $124m. in past and 
present orders; the U.S. and Latin 
American countries have each 
placed orders for $75m. (Sales to 
Latin American customers have 
been dropping lately. Those to the 
U.S. are on the rise.) 

Actual sales (some orders take 
several years to fill) rose from S70m. 
in 1981/82 to SlOOm. (1982/83), 
SllSm. (1983/84) and $142m. in 
1984/85. The target for the current 
year isSlbOm. 

Elta envisages a growth rate of 
about 15% annually until 1993/94 
when totaj sales should reach S453m. 

The firm bad a backlog of $80m. in 
local orders and $186m. in export 
orders on hand on March 31, 1985. 
Since then some $40ra. in local 
orders (including one for $20m. for 
the Lavi plane) and $50m. for export 
have come in. 

Bottom line profits were $16.8m. 
before tax and $8. 8m. after tax, in 
1983/84, and S18^m. before tax and 
$11.6m. after tax in 1984/85.

“Almost all our profits come from 
exports - which now constitute ab- 
out half of our production - since we 
make no profit from sales to the 
IDF,” Ivri said.

Plea for easier motorcycle licensing 


LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar's 
recent rise faltered yesterday as fears 
about the health of the U.S. eco- 
nomy resurfaced. Gold slipped to its 
lowest level for nearly four weeks. • 

After a three-day rally, the dollar 
closed in Frankfurt at 2.8465 marks, 
down Three-quarters of a pfennig. In 
London, the U.S. currency similarly 
ended below die day's highs at 
2.8507 marks from 2.8535 on Tues- 
day. 

Some dealers said the fell was a 
temporary readjustment after the 
rash of dollar-buying earlier sparked 
by signs of a stronger U.S. economy 
and continued high U.S. interest 
rates. 

However, one dealer at a major 
German bank reflected a belief that 


the dollar was due for a reversal and 
said: ‘Tm not sure if Jast week's 
news of a drop in the U.S. trade 
deficit, if that is what pushed the 
dollar up, is good enough reason to 
assume a general upswing in econo- 
mic activity," 

In London, sterling held steady to 
close at $1.3725, just above its pre- 
vious dose of $1.3695. The dollar 
was worth 2.3465 Swiss francs, com- 
pared to a previous 2.3S, and 8.7050 
French francs, against 8.7175 on 
Tuesday night. 

The collapse of the South Arican 
miners' strike caused gold to slip to 
its lowest for nearly four weeks. A' 
weaker dollar stopped the metal fall- 
ing below $322.75 and it ended the 
day at $325.25 an ounce, £4 below 
Tuesday.

fineries, in effect subsidize them. The 
ethylene is piped from the refineries 
to the neighbouring companies. It' 
used to cost next to nothing, when oil 
was under 52 a barrel. Today, 
however, its cost as a component of 
. the petrochemical industry's inputs . 
should be significant. Because the 
- buyers are not paying a reasonable 
price, the Oil Refineries claim they 
■ are being caused hefty losses. This in 
turn stymies further development, 
and has also caused Shaul Eisen- 
berg, whose Israel Corporation is 
the minority shareholder in the Re- 
fineries, to demand that the govern- 
ment buy him out in return for help 
in bailing out Zun (as related in an 
earlier article in this series). 

The petrochemical companies are 
threatening to close down opera- 
tions altogether if the pricing ques- 
tion is not cleared up. Since it is 
impossible, given this environment, 
to know bow much demand will be in 
a year or two, there is no point in 
investing further, says Zamir. In any 
■case, even if he could, the govern- 
ment financing has dried up and 
no-one would give him the money. 

An example of necessary and 
worthwhile investment that could be 
mad: is to use the prophylene that is 
presently going to waste unused dur- 
ing the refining process. This is very 
valuable and Israel imports 15,000 
tons a year. But since it isn't clear if 
there will be an industry capable of 
using prophylene by the time the 
plant is ready, no investor is in a 
hurry to put up money for the pro- 
ject. 

Zamir is extremely critical of the 
government's handling of this long- 
running tussle between the refineries 
that produce and sell the ethylene 
and the companies that buy it. “It is 
ridiculous that the fence between the 
companies should determine the 
profits,” he complains, meaning that 
be loses and they gain. He also 
means that the solution is for the 
industry to integrate vertically, with 
the Ofl Refineries taking control of 
the other companies that use its 
products so as to maximise econo- 
mies of scale. 

. But Zamir is left dangling by his 
goverment-appofnted board. His 
prices are controlled by government 
decree, his investment strategy is 


determined by government policy 
and his product mix is dictated by 
other, non-economic, priorities set 
by the government. Would he be 
better off being sold off and allowed 
to operate as a normal company? He 
raises his eyes wistfully, agreeing 
that of course he would, indicating 
but not saying that he would sooner 
expect the wolf to He down- with the 
lamb. 

Down the road from the Oil Re- 
fineries, in a geographical and in- 
dustrial sense, is Fertilizers & Che- 
micals, a subsidiary of the Israel 
Chemicals conglomerate. The pa- 
rent firm, too, is government- 
owned, but it lives a much more 
market-oriented existence, because 
so much of its output is sold abroad. 
Fertilizers, although involved in the 


home market, benefits from this „ export-oriented. 


agronomists, whose job it is to stay in 
dose touch with the firm's consum- 
ers and to report back - in effect 
dictate to the production side - what 
is being demanded.

His technologists are working 
closely with Israel Chemical's re- 
search subsidiary, Israel Mining In- 
dustries, and he has entered into 
joint ventures with both local and 
foreign companies to produce or 
even to provide services for specific 
markets.

Which explains why Mark Wilsker 
was sent to the Haifa company by the 
conglomerate's board several years 
■ ago, to turn around a company that 
was losing money even thougb it bad 
a near monopoly in the local fertiliz- 
er market. WDsker found that pre- 
cisely this dominance had bred slop- 
py management and an attitude of 
contempt for customers. In the en- 
suing shakeout he got rid of most of 
the senior executives, bringing in 
younger and more dynamic people 
he knew from elsewhere in die Israel 
Chemicals empire. 

In terms of the bottom line, his 
policy of cutting manpower and 
moving the company's focal point 
from production to marketing, 
turned the company from losses in 
1981 and 1982/83 to profits in 1983/ 
84 and 1984/85. 

While the management techni- 
ques introduced by Wilsker are of 
interest in their own right, the point 
of imm ediate interest is what he 
wants to do with his company to 
keep it growing. In the context of 
Fertilizers and Chemicals, growth 
means exports, particularly given 
the state of Israeli agriculture today. 

Unlike most of its Israel Chemic- 
als family, Fertilizers' business is to 
upgrade raw materials and turn them 
into something more technically 
advanced and hence economically 
more attractive. It receives some of 
its raw material inputs from the 
Negev and some from the Oil Re- 
fineries, while importing the rest. 
From this it makes fertilizers, most 
of which go to the local agriculture 
industry, and industrial chemicals, 
much of whose market is overseas. 
Within these two areas, the company 
must produce a wide range of pro- 
ducts, some simple and some not, 


Wilsker is limited in resources and 
even more so in manpower. The 
wage scales he can offer are not such 
as to attract the best m the research 
field, and he. has to make up in 
non-pecuniary rewards (responsibil- 
ity, challenge) what he cannot give in 
hard cash. But he is determined to 
risk some money on a series of small, 
limited but promising ventures, in 
the hope of a breakthrough in one or 
more of them. He has become his 
own venture capitalist, inside a 
government-owned corporation. In 
a more advanced country this would 
be hailed as business talent and fol- 
lowed closely. In Israel, hopefully, 
no-one will notice and he will be 
allowed to get on with it undis- 
turbed. 

Finally, and in complete contrast, 
there is Uzia GaHl and Elron Elec- 
tronic Industries. Here the problem 
is, if anything, overexposure. By 
now all the media juice has been 
squeezed out of Elron and its family, 
both for the good and the bad. 

The first-generation companies of 
Elscint and Elbit have become even 
better known than their parent, and 
the second-generation of Flbronics 
and Optrotech are also becoming 
respected corporate entities in their 
own right. The third generation is 
getting ready for entry into the 
world’s capital markets, while the 
fourth generation is incubating in the 
Elron hatchery. 

The Elron empire runs to 5,000 
workers worldwide, of whom over 
4,000 are in Israel. Eight hundred of 
these are engineers, programmers 
and the like, while another 1,200- 
1,300 are technicians and skilled 
workers. 

The problems facing Elron are on 
the supply side, both in terms of 
labour, and .capital.

Oil shares boom again

TEL AVTV. - A generally dull ses- 
sion was enlivened yesterday by a 
massive boom in the oil exploration 
sector. While almost evezy other 
share sector barely moved, oils 
zoomed ahead by 7.63%. with 
almost every issue either “buyers 
only" or up by 10%. 

The reason for this advance was 
not bard to find. Naphta and 
M.G.N. Oil and Gas Resources 
made a joint announcement that 
their Bror 9A well in the southern 
part of the old Heletz field had 
showed traces of oil in recent tests. 
Of course, the usual rider, that until 
the work there has been completed it 
would be impossible to know If the 
well was commercially operable, was 
added. But as usual, this had no 
effect on the market, which assumed 
a major gusher had been discovered. 

Elsewhere things were pretty 
quiet, with low volume and declines 
and advances fairly evenly balanced. 
A few Individual non-oii issues 
nevertheless stood out. Coral Beach 
Hotel celebrated its return to regular 
trading after a long absence by rising 
67.6%. 

Sdom Metals was not so fortunate, 
as it dropped 40.7% after several 
successive “sellers only” situations. 

Bonds, in duding the “arrange- 
ment” shares, were mixed with a 
downward bias, although the dollar 
moved up another notch against the 
shekel.

MURDER is murder: and the security forces max r- ied 
upon to do everything in their power to flush out ;:s:J L’r. : :;g to 
the bar of justice the Palestinian terrorists who Liiired two iDF 
reserve soldiers in the casba of Hebron on Tuesday, killing one 
and wounding the other. 

This much is obvious, but it is just as obviously not enough. 
The fight against terrorism must be escalated even as terrorism 
itself escalates. Better preventive measures should be taken to 
forestall terrorist attempts. The total eradication of Palestinian' 
terrorism is not in sight so long as Palestinian groups remain 
that seek the eradication of Israel. But the threat can be 
reduced, in the short run. 

The inner cabinet yesterday weighed a number of fresh 
measures towards that end. At the suggestion of Ariel Sharon it 
was agreed that inter-city roads in the territories be widened. 
Rather more importantly, it was decided that immunity from 
retaliation be publicly denied to terrorist headquarters abroad 
from- which activities are planned -against Israel, although it is 
not clear whether this was meant as a warning to Syria as well as 
to Jordan. 

But the inner cabinet - meaning the Alignment - rejected the 
bulk of Mr. Sharon's - meaning the Likud’s - anti-terrorist 
programme, the thrust of which is to counter Yasser Arafat’s 
use of terror as an instrument of diplomacy by scuttling the 
peace process altogether, and to deter the terrorists by stepping 
up Jewish settlement in the Arab cities of Judea and Samaria as 
a prelude to the final erasure of the Green Line. 

Speaking at a Labour Party forum on Tuesday, Premier 
Shimon Peres derided the notion that Jewish settlement was a 
bar to terrorism: he had never heard that argued before, Mr. 
Peres said. For once the premier’s memory must have betrayed 
him. For it has long been a staple of Gush Emunim-Tehiya 
propaganda that the more Jews settled in the territories, the 
less insolent the terrorists would become. Rafael Eitan express- 
ed the idea in his lovely vision of the Arabs running around 
“like drugged cockroaches in a bottle.” 

Warnings that the provocative intrusion of Jews into wholly 
Arab towns like Hebron would invite terror, and disaster, were 
ignored, even ridiculed by these groups, though no govern- 
ment, including the governments of Mr. Begin, permitted such 
provocations. 

The late Abraham Sorek is the latest victim of the settlement- 
is-a-deterrent doctrine. There was no reason for the two Israeli 
soldiers to be where they were, except to stand guard over an 
uninhabited Hebron flat from which a group of squatting 
Tehiya and Likud parliamentarians had been evicted by the 
army last month. 

The right-wing Knesset members had departed, leaving the 
reservists, by the army's grace, behind - symbols, in effect, of 
the persistent determination of half the government to remake 
Hebron into a Jewish city, and Judea and Samaria into an 
integral part of Greater Eretz Yisrael. 

Yesterday afternoon the curfew clamped down by the army 
on the Hebron marketplace following the knifing incident was 
lifted, giving settlers the opportunity to try to carry out their 
threat to “occupy every single Jewish property inside Hebron." 
They were thrown back, but their leader, Kiryat Arba's 
Elyakim Haetzni, promised to bring as many troops as had 
been in Lebanon down to Hebron to bar the patriotic invaders. 
This, at the time when the possibility of another surprise attack 
by the Syrians in the Golan Heights is being openly discussed by 
the military. 

Yet behind Haetzni stands not only the oppositionist Tehiya. 
but the Likud, a coalition member itself. The settlement of a 
town such as Hebron is a primary national duty, the vice 
premier, Yitzhak Shamir, suggested this week, and if the 
terrorists object, they must be handled with an iron fist. The 
death penalty, for one thing: unlike the Lehi fighters of yore. 
Mr. Shamir implies, the PLO villains will be deterred by the 
death penalty. 

If not, the punishment for terrorism should be area expul- 
sions, unchecked by the finicky judges of the High Court of 
Justice. 

Whether or not this is what Mr. Peres had in mind when he 
argued against political solutions disguised as security impera- 
tives. Mr. Shamir’s recipe for peace and quiet in the territories 
is nothing else. Area expulsions will not deter the diehard 
terrorists, who may be looking forward to Armageddon: they 
will only throw the majority of Palestinians, who accept the 
PLO as their representative but shun violence, into the arms oF 
the terrorists. 

The only recourse - as Mr. Shamir, who claims he abhors 
Kahanism, must well know - would then be mass deportations. 
And the only result, the end of any prospect of peace an..: 
probably all-out war. Or is Mr. Shamir too courting 
Armageddon? 


IT IS RARE indeed that events 
come literally on the heels of 
prophetic warning?*. Rut that is what 
happened this week in the murder of 
one Israeli mi idler and the wounding 
of another in fhe Hebron casba.

THE 10TH anniversary of the onset 
of New York City’s fiscal crisis coin- 
cides with the continuing economic 
agony in Israel. The crucial differ- 
ence between the two is that New 
York City's was a governmental cri- 
sis - the local economy was strong - 
but Israel's problem is much worse - 
the economy is weak. 

The governmental differences be- 
tween Israel - a sovereign state, with 
enormous responsibilities for de- 
fence - and New York City - a 
municipality embedded in a federal 
system involving more powerful 
state and federal governments - are 
obvious and important. 

Yet there are also some striking 
similarities: New York City's budget 
in 1975 was $13 billion; Israel's 1983 
budget was $22 billion. In 1975, New 
York City's debt was $12 billion : in 
1984. Israel's was $23 billion. In New 
York City, the gap between income 
and expenditures in the first year of 
(he financial plan was approximately 
SI billion: Israel's gap is $1 .2 billion. 
New York City's work force was 
225. OOU; Israel’s civilian central gov- 
ernmental work force is 250.000. 

In both cases, the government 
faced massive debts, huge annual 
deficits and the threat of bankruptcy. 
And in both cases, the political pro- 
cess was unable to confront the prob- 
lem. Many Israeli leaders do not 
take the crisis seriously. They feel 
that the United States government 
and the Jewish community in the 
Diaspora will “not allow” Israel to 
collapse and that, therefore, there is 
nothing to worry about. 

In New York City, too, there was 
a blind spot toward the many signs of 
deep trouble. In the fall of 1975, t 
met with a high city official who was 
playing a key role in attempting to 
combat the crisis. He commented, 
■Don't worry, it will all blow over. 
We'll issue some new debt instru-

merits and make some personnel 
reductions. Washington and Albany 
will pitch in. and the problem wilt be 
resolved.” But in both cases - in 
New York and in Israel - the crisis 
did not and will not go away by itself. 

By 1980, New York City’s annual 
gap between income and expendi- 
tures had been virtually eliminated. 
Hie debt had been restructured so 
short-term debt had been erased and 
long-term debt significantly re- 
duced. How was this accomplished 
and are there lessons for Israel?

IN NEW YORK City, new realities 
had to be created. The first step was 
to develop a partnership of tradition- 
al enemies in the society, each with a 
stake in keeping New York afloat. It 
consisted of key power groups: the 
leaders of private industry, govern- 
ment and labour. 

Each of the partners had a say in 
the direction to be taken. Each could 
blame the other for actions which 
negatively affected their own consti- 
tuency. 

The frequent, often daily, contact 
between leaders from the three sec- 
tors formed a basis for tnist and 
communication which enabled them 
to reach joint solutions. 

For the partnership to carry out its 
mandate, an elaborate, temporary 
structure was put into operation 
around the normal governmental 
apparatus. 

The most important new entity 
was the Emergency Financial Con- 
trol Board, which included the gov- 
ernor, the mayor and other elected 
officials, plus four representatives of 
private industry. Labour, while not 
formally on the committee, was ex- 
treme ly active. ~ 
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The second unit was the Municipal 
Assistance Corporation, which was 
crucial in restructuring the city's 
debt and had the legal authority to 
market new instruments. Again, 
both government and private indus- 
try were represented on the board. 

Third was the Management 
Advisory Board, composed of chief 
executives of banks, insurance com- 
panies and the like. While the 
board’s official mandate was to 
advise the city how to improve the 
efficiency of day-to-day operations, 
its underlying and far more impor- 
tant agenda was to develop a climate 
of confidence in the city govern- 
ment. Business leadership needed to 
be shown that the city meant to get its 
operations under control and that 
the capacity either existed or could 
be created to govern tbe city and to 
manage it effectively. 

Another reason for New York’s i 
success was the systematic, intensive 
effort to restructure the govern- 
ment. Within four years, govern- 
ment employment was reduced by 
over 60,000, most of it accomplished 
without layoffs. Rather, vacant posi- 
tions were not filled, and early re- 
tirement encouraged . 

There were some reductions in 
service, but these reductions were 
not as great as the reductions in 
employment. In other words, pro- 
ductivity was increased and elabo- 
rate systems of management control 
were put into operation. 

A four-year financial plan was 
agreed upon by all partners; a formal 1 
system of management planning and 
control was also implemented; and a 
new (expensive and badly needed) i 
financial management system built. I 


the significant power blocs in the 
society - the state government, the 
Histadrut. and private sector lead- 
ership. 

It is only through the creation of 
an apo liticai , , extra-governmental 
apparatus that it will be possible for 
leaders to impose the necessary 
Draconian measures on their own 
constituencies. Thus, the need for 
partnership; only in such a context 
can each participant blame the other 
for painful decisions. 

These mechanisms, which appear 
to threaten democratic institutions, 
paradoxically have the opposite 
effect. By temporarily removing un- 
pleasant decisions from the politial 
arena, they insure that responsible 
democratic parties are “held harm- 


less" and are not abandoned by 
angry constituencies in favour of 
extremist parties promising easy 
solutions. 

In the long run, such a temporary 
mechanism could sirenghten rather- 
than weaken responsible political 
parties in Israel and strengthen 
democratic government. 

The idea of an apolitical emergen- 
cy board is so alien to a deeply 
politicized Israel that the probability 
of its being adopted seems remote: 
Yet, as Israelis have accomplished 
the impossible in the past, they have 
shrugged their shoulders and said. 
“Ein brera", “there is no choice." 
This is another case of " ein-breni . "

People who purchased land from 
Jumbo recently became concerned 
that the site has not even begun to be 
developed, following reports of the 
land-sales scandal in the West Bank. 


A Jerusalem resident who paid 
S3.l>00 for a dunam in Ramat Kid- 


ron. one of the first to buy land 
there, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that the contract he signed 
specified that if within three years he 
could not build on the site he bought, 
he would receive his money back. 

Eli Crystal, another client who 
paid $5,000 to Jumbo for land, said 
although nothing has yet been done 
on the property, he is counting on 
Frumecenko to return the money if 
the plans for the area arc not carried 
through. “People arc very frustrated 
and embittered. They feel as if 
they've bought air from companies 
which did not have the land they 
promised.” he said. 

The area was closed by the IDF 
following the appeal of 107 Arab 
land owners from Abidieh. who 
claimed that they had not sold their 
land in the site of Ramar Kidron. 

The legal adviser of the Jewish 
National Fund, attorney Avraham 
Hileli. warned Jumbo a few years 
ago not to make any ueuis on the 


site, because there w»> im ounce of 
purchasing (he land. Deputy State 
Attorney Plia Albefc also warned at 
the time again-.; buying land in the 
area, because of doubts concerning 
the land's ownership. 

But Jumbo continued selling land, 
charging $3,000 to 55,000 per 
dunam, as well as S500 for a tender 
(for a construction company) and 
$1,760 development expenses. The 
company sent letters. to its custom- 
ers, announcing that a road had been 
built to the future settlement; that a 
contract with Sold Boneh had been 
signed to build homes on the site; 
that a famous architect had won the 
tender to build houses and that a 
country club was being planned 
there. 

But, according to Sarid and Zuck- 
er, no tender for development had 
been issued, and the entire work on 
the site amounted to widening an 
existing 500 metre path. 

MK Yair 
Tsaban (Mapam) yesterday criti- 
cized police for allowing the Gindi 
brothers to leave the country before 
the investigation into their dealings 
was completed.
